At the outset of m y a d d re ss let me 
recall to tne mind® of my h e arers th at 
the soil upon which we stand, before 
It w as ours, w as successively the pos­ 
session of tw o m ig hty em pires, Spain 
un*! F ra n c e, whose eon® m ad e a d e a th ­ 
less record of heroism in the early a n ­ 
nals of the New W orld. 
No history of 
the w estern country 
can be w ritten 
w ithout p ayin g heed to the w onderful 
part played therein In th e early days 
by the soldiers, m issionaries, explorers, 
and trader®, who did th eir work for 
tile honor of 
the proud b a n n ers or 
F ra n c e and ( ’astlie. 
W hile th e settlers 
of E n g lish -sp eak in g stock, and those 
of D utch, G erm an and 
S candinavian 
origin who were associated with them, 
were still clinging close to the E astern 
seaboard, the pioneers of Spain and of 
F ra n c e bud penetrated deep into the 
h ith erto unknow n w ilderness of 
tho 
w est and had w andered far and wide 
w ithin the boundaries of what is now 
our m ig h ty country. 
The very cities 
them selves—St. I/Ouls, 
New Orleans, 
S aute Fe, New Mexico—bea r 
w itness 
by th eir titles to the n atio nalities of 
their 
founders. 
It w as 
not until 
the 
revolution had begun th a t the English- 
speak in g nettler* pushed w est across 
the Alleghenies, and not until a cen­ 
tu ry ugh that they entered In to pos­ 
sess 
the 
la id 
upon 
which 
we now 
stand. 
W e have met here today to com ­ 
m em o rate the h u n d red th an n iv ersary 
of the event which m ore 
than 
any 
other, a fte r the foundation of 
the 
gove rnm e nt and alw ay s excepting Its 
preservation, determ ined 
the c h a ra c ­ 
ter of 
our national 
life—determ ined 
th a t we should be a g re a t expanding 


o th er question® of real m om ent and 
Im portance and there 
were 
m any 
which at the time seem ed 
such 
to 
those engaged In a nsw erin g them ; b u t 
th e g reatest feat of our forefath ers of 
those generations was the deed of tile 
m en who, with p ack train o r wagon 
train, on horseback, on foot or by boat 
upon the w aters, pushed the fro ntier 
ever w estw ard across the continent. 
Never before had the world seen the 
kind of national expansion which gave 
our people all that part of the American 
contin* ut lying west of th** J3 original 
states; the greatest landmark In which 
was ti n Louisiana purchase. Our triumph 
In lids process of expansion wits Inriis- 
soulhly bound up with tfir* success of our 
peculiar kind of federal government; and 
this success has been so complete that 
because of its very completeness we now 
sometimes full to appreciate not only th 
alM mportanee but the tremendous diffi­ 
culty of the problem with which our na­ 
tion was originally faced. 
FO ll E FA TI I ERS* TASK. 
When our forefathers Joined 
to call 
Into b* lug this nation, they undertook a 
task for which fla re was but little en­ 
couraging 
precedent. 
The development 
of civilization from the earliest period 
seemed to show th** truth ut two proposi­ 
tions: In the first place. It had always 
proved exceedingly 
difficult to secure 
both freedom ann strength in any govern­ 
ment; and In the second place, it had a l­ 
ways provided wa ll-nigh impossible for a 
nation to expand without either breaking 
up or becoming a centralized tyranny. 
MMI Ii the success of our effort to com bin® 
a strong and *-filch rd national union, able 
to put down disorder at home and to 
maintain our honor and Interest abroad, 
I have not now to deal, This success was 
signal unit all-important, but it wad* by no 
moans unprecedented in the same sense 
that our type of expansion was unprece­ 
dented. 
Th* 
history of Rome and 
of 
Greco® illustrates very 
well 
the two 
types of expansion which had taken place 
In Ancient finn* ami which had been uni­ 
versally accepted as the only possible 
types up to th** period wh**n as a nation 
we ourselves began to take possession of 
this can ti fie nt 
The Grecian states per­ 
form* *1 remarkable feats of colonization, 
but. each ct luny as sunn as created be­ 
came entirely Independent of tin* mother 
state, and iii after years was almost Bs 
apt to prove its’ enemy as its friend. 
Lo­ 
cal self-government, local Independence, 
was secured, tint only by the absolute 
sacrifice of finyMilng res* tabling National 
unity. 
I ii consequence, th** (Sr* <*k world, 
far all its wonderful brilliancy and the 
extraordinary artistic, literary and philo­ 
sophical 
development 
which lias mad** 
all mankind Its debtors for the ages, was 
yet wholly unable, to withstand a for­ 
midable foreign foe, save spasmodically. 
As soon as powerful, permanent empires 
arose on its outskirts, the Greek stat* t 
iii tin* neighborhood of such empires felt 
under their sway. 
National power and 
greatness were completely sacrificed to 
meal liberty.

Rome the exact 
opposite oc­ 
curred. 
The Imperial city rose to abso­ 
lute dominion over 
all 
iii** peoples of 
Italy and then expanded h e r rut** over 
the entire civilized world by a process 
w hich kept the nation strung and united, 
but gave no room whatever for local lib­ 
erty anil -'plf-govcrnment. 
All other cit­ 
ies and countries w**r** subject to Rome. 
In consequence this great and masterful 
race of warriors, 
rulers. 
road-butlders 
and iidmibist rn tors stamped their Indeli­ 
ble Impress upon all the after life of our 
lace. and vet let an over-centralisation 
eat out tile vitals of their empire until 
it became sn empty shell; so trait when 
th** barbarians come they destroyed only 
what had already become worthless to 
th** world, 
T he u nd erlying viciousness of each 
type of 
expansion w as 
plain enough 
a n d tin* 
rem edy 
now 
seem s simple 
enough. 
B ut w hen th e fath ers of 
the 
republic first form ulated the co n stitu ­ 
tion u nder which we live this rem edy 
w a s u n tried and no one could foretell 
how It would work.

T he process which we 
began 
h a t 
since been followed by all the great 
peoples w ho were capable both of e x ­

now the world accepts it a s the n a t ­ 
ural process, 
as the rule; b ut 
a cen ­ 
tu ry a nd a 
q u a rte r ago 
it w as 
not 
m erely exceptional; It w as unknown. 
This, then, is the g re a t historic sig ­ 
nificance 
of the m ovem ent cf 
conti- 
inentl expansion 
In which the Louis­ 
iana P u rch ase w as the m ost strik in g 
single achievem ent. 
It sta n d s ou t In 
m ark ed relief even am o n g the feats of 
a nation of pioneers, a nation whose 
people have from the beginning been 
picked out by a process of n atu ra l se ­ 
lection from a m o n g the most e n te r­ 
prising individuals of the nations 
of 
w estern Europe. The acquisition of the 
territo ry is a credit to the broad and 
far-sig hted s ta te sm a n sh ip of the g re a t 
statesm en to whom it w as im m ediately 
due, and above all to the ag gressive 
and m asterful c h a ra c te r of the h ard y 
pioneer folk to whose restless energy 
these statesm e n gave 
expression 
and 
direction, whom they followed ra th e r 
than led. 
T he history of the land oom- 
prised w ithin the lim its of 
the P u r ­ 
chase is an epitom e of th e en tire h is­ 
tory of o u r people. 
W ithin these lim ­ 
its we have gradu ally built up sta te 
a fte r state until now th ey m any tim es 
o versu rpass In w ealth, 
in population, 
and 
In m any-sided 
developm ent, the 
original thirteen sta le s as they were 
when their delegates m et In the C onti­ 
nental Congress. 
T he people of these 
states have show n th em selv es m igh ty 
In w ar 
w ith 
their fellow -m an, 
and 
m ig hty in stre n g th to tam e the rugged 
w ilderness. 
T hey could not th u s have 
conquered the forest an d the prairie, 
f 
the m ou n tain and the desert, had th ey “ 
not possessed the g re a t fighting vlr^ 
tues. the qualities w hich enable a peopU 
to overcom e th e forces of hostile men 
and hostile natu re. 
On the o th er hand, 
they could not have used a rig h t their 
conquest had they not in addition pos­ 
sessed the qu alities of 
self-m aste ry 
and se lf-re strain t, the pow er of acting 
In com bination with th e ir fellows, th® 
power of yielding obedience to the Isw 
and of building up an orderly civili­ 
zation. 
C ourage and hardihood are In­ 
dispensable v irtues in a people; 
but 
the people which possesses no others 
can never rise high in the scale either 
of po w er or of culture.

In order to m ake perfectly clear the relation of the Lowell Textile school 
to thia city ae a whole an o th e r Illustration m a y be useful. 
It wl!’ be adm itted th a t everybody needs schools in w hlch to learn re a d ­ 
ing, w ritin g and the o rd in a ry branch es of an elem en tary education. 
T h e city 
and s ta te realize such general 
need and not only m ain tain schools for the 
benefit of citizens In general 
but also m ak e the 
acquisition 
of this ru d i­ 
m e n ta ry education com pulsory. 
T his is clearly desirable and n ecessary and 
consequently it Is b u t fair th a t all classes should be taxed for po pu lar e d u ­ 
cation.

Donlan said that the 
pay of the clerk hail been raised because 
the appropriation committee had allowed 
money for an increase in that ease but 
had not in the other and hence bt* could 
only give an increase where the addi­ 
tional money had been provided.

DOSTON, May I—Because of their re­ 
fusal to obey orders S2 men from the re­ 
ceiving ship Wabash 
were placed in 
irons on board the prison ship Southery 
a t the navy yard yesterday and will re­ 
main five days under prison fare of bread 
and water.

COAL GOING UP 


Baer Says There Will be 
an Advance 


By Associated Press to The Sun 
N E W YORK, April 30—The interstate 
commerce commission resumed yesterday 
Its Investigation into the complaint of 
William R. H earst against the anthracite 
coal carrying railroads. 
President Baer of the Philadelphia St 
Reading railroad was again called to the 
witness stand. 
J. P. Morgan, he said, 
was not one of the men interested in the 
Simpson and W atkins’ project to estab­ 
lish a big general sales depot for a n th ra ­ 
cite coal. 
He declined to disclose the 
names of those who were so interested. 
Mr. Baer said he promoted the plan to 
purchase the Temple Iron company and 
th at six railroads were 
interested. 
The 
plan, he said, was not so broad as to 
make the Temple 
company tho sales 
agent of the six companies in New York, 
but was intended to get rid of the com­ 
mission men. 
He had reduced the ex­ 
pense of selling 
“ But you have not succeeded In reduc­ 
ing the price of coal to the consumer?” 
asked counsel. 
“ No,” replied Mr. Baer, "because you 
and your friends have succeeded iii rais­ 
ing wages and getting up 
the cost of 
necessities so th a t profits are less.” 
“Is there anything in these contracts,” 
Mr. Shearn asked, “ that would degrade 
and incriminate you?” 
“I decline to answ er th a t 
question, 
because it is insolent. 
There Is nothing 
In any contract I have ever made that 
makes me the criminal your client pub­ 
lished me as being, and he cannot come 
Into court and insult me. 
You are not a 
gentleman or you would not insult me.” 
“ I ask tile court to rebuke the witness,” 
said Mr. Shearn, turning to the commis­ 
sion. 
The commission declined to rebuke Mr. 
Baer. 


‘I do say most. 
emphatically.” Mr. 
Baer said, “there has been no pool and no 
combination to regulate the price or out­ 
put of coal between the railroad presi­ 
dents since I have been president of the 
Reading system .” 
Mr. Shearn read to the witness a part 
of the testimony he gave the investigat­ 
ing commission a f t e r ’the strike of 1900, 
when he explained that the 65-35 per cent, 
agreem ent between the railroads 
and 
local companies was tile result of Sena­ 
tor H anna s appeal th a t a continuance 
of the strike m eant danger to the Me- 
Klnley-Roosevelt presidential ticket. 
Mr. 
Baer said it was true. 
Ile said the price of coal had been 
raised 50 cents a ton because the cost 
of production had increased. 
The R ead­ 
ing system was not earning fair divi­ 
dends because of the low' price roalizaA 
on its coal. 
There is, he said, no rail­ 
road in the United States which has so 
much business and makes so little profit. 
Asked why the men were locked out of 
the mines, he said: 
“They refuse to work unless we give 
for seven hours’ work the pay of IO 
hours’ work, and we are not going to do 
it.”“ But you have fixed the rate a t $4 50 
a ton?” 
“Yes. and on May I I am going to ad­ 
vance tho price IO cents and try to work 
it up to $5 
T hat will be a fair price and 
give us a profit. 
lf I can’t get th at 
price 
I'll have to come down. 
If the 
m arket will take it a t $5 the price will 
ro t be reduced.” 
Mr. Baer said he believed ho could con­ 
trol the m al market. 
He satd he had not 
consulted any of the other coal company 
men. but he does not fear if he asks $5 a 
ton the other companies will ask any less. 
They 
would be foolish if they did. he 
said. 
“And yet you say there is competition 
in the business ” Mr. Shearn asked. 
Of 
course there is. fair and 
square 
competition,” 
Mr 
B aer replied. 
“ It is 
not necessary that competing m erchants 
should cut each oth er’s throats.”

false enrolment

to avoid mistakes of this kind and so was the late Governor Greenhalge. 
In taking this step, Governor Bates has put aside his dignity and w-rltten 
himself down as a third rate politician, who can be lashed into line with 
the republicans and compelled to narrow the scope of his official action so 
aa to conserve the interests of a particular political party. 
This measure 
was a tent of Governor Bates' sense of Justice and fairness and poorly has 
be stood the test. 
He has demonstrated that he is too small a man to fill 
the office of governor In this state. 
The most vicious 
kind of legislation that can 
be enacted is that which is 
intended mainly to aid some political party. 
Where 
a 
legislature 
can be 
dragged down to 
this and when the governor of the state will give It his 
sanction the citisena of the state may well ask “To whom 
can we 
look for 
Justice?” 
Without any tangible cause the enrolment of voters In the city of Bos­ 
ton la taken out of the halide of 
the city 
government 
and put into 
the 
hands of the republican state machine and this was done with the sanction 
of Governor Bates. 
Shame upon his head, 
His signature of that police en­ 
rolment bill Is probably the darkest blot upon hla political record.

THE STATUS OF THE TEXTILE SCHOOL. 
In order 
to make perfectly clear the relation of the Lovell Textile school 
to this city as 
a whole another Illustration may be useful. 
It wil! be admitted that everybody needs schools in which to learn read­ 
ing, writing and the ordinary branches of an elementary education. The city 
end state realise such general need and not only maintain schools for the 
benefit of citizens in general but also make the 
acquisition 
of this rudi­ 
mentary education compulsory. 
This is clearly desirable and necessary and 
consequently it Is but fair that all classes should he taxed for popular edu­ 
cation. 
But when special school are established for technical 
training 
In 
special branches it is not fair that all the people should be taxed for the main­ 
tenance of such schools. The expense of these schools should be borne in 
part at least by those who are directly benefited by them. 
To illustrate further. We find that for general improvements In streets. 
for example, the people In general are taxed. 
But for special Improvements 
In certain lo c a litie s such as sewers, or other Improvements the betterment 
act la applied and the people whose property is most directly benefited arc 
called 
upon to 
pay special assessments although part Is paid from general 
taxation. 
Now we hold the Textile school to stand in this relation to the mills of 
Lowell. 
It Is a benefit to the city and the city should assist in its sup­ 
port but it is first of all a benefit to the mills and the 
mills 
should 
be 
specially assessed for its support. 
It ie said to be impossible to benefit one part of the city without bene­ 
fiting the city as a w hole, and this is true. Conversely, w hen any part 
of 
the city ie injured the whole city Is injured and 
for 
this reason 
it 
is 
good policy to Keep every industry as prosperous as possible. 
It is good public policy to encourage industries; 
the city 
favors it hut 
this generally applies to new industries about to settle here. 
Hence the 
city favors the Textile school for 
the aid 
it affords to the mills 
and will 
help In Its support; and so also does the state favor it for the ald It may af­ 
ford In maintaining the supremacy of Massachusetts 
in 
textile 
industries. 
But the fact remains that the mills, not new industries by any means, de­ 
rive »uch special benefits from 
the Textile school that they should be called 
upon to contribute to its support In 
a degree proportioned to 
the benefits 
conferred. 
This may not now be practicable. The 
city has 
contributed 
in 
past 
years. It should contribute again this year but 
when 
the matter comes 
up 
u»gt year, 
the state appropriation should 
be made contingent 
upon rais­ 
ing the jemainder from other source*. The mills 
of Lowell should then be 
galled upon to give their quota.

anything more important than a ped­ 
dler’s license, his 
term of office 
may 
have run out. 
It was with deep regret that some 
closed up, while others w'ho have been 
struggling to keep their names out of 
the insolvency court heaved sighs of 
heartfelt relief as they heard the bells 
toll the knell of the liquor traffic. 
As might be expected, last night was 
made a gala, occasion at the saloons 
and men who seldom frequent 
such 
places fell off the water wagon Just for 
one night and made merry until the 
plates closed. 
When at ll o’clock the 
saloons turned out their throngs, a 
grand rush was mnde for the hotels, 
It being expected that the innholders 
would receive guests until 
midnight, 
hut at ll o’clock the lmtel keepers with 
their brethren of the first class license 
i lowed up tight and went out of busi­ 
ness. 
Business was rushing at all bars and 


a general spirit of conviviality prevail­ 
ed. The night was warm and beer was in 
demand. 
Men drank 
with 
strangers 
and 
mutually deplored the situation 
about to exist; music and mirth were 
heard on all sides down town, while 
a few street fights were reported by 
way of variety. 
The places doing a family business 
worked their horses and men overtime 
and In some cares were obliged 
to 
stop taking orders early in the evening 
because of 
their inability to deliver 
any more orders. 
At these places the 
Inevitable bargain hunter was on hand 
looking for bottled goods at half price 
and not getting 
them. The dealers 
were in no hurry to dispose of their 
bottled 
goods for 
they are 
allowed 
three days to remove them and they 
had figured beforehand In getting in 
their bulk goods so that their beers 
and ales were about run out when the 
year closed. 
In some cases, a partic­ 
ular kind of beer ran out before the 
closing hour and those calling for it 
were obliged to drink some other kind 
or go without.

the ll will lose a day’s 
work. 
It is the hotel help, 
waiters, etc., 
who w ill lose their employment. 
Tho exodus of thirsty ones will not 
begin for a week and judging from the 
talk about the saloons Lawrence will 
not get the bulk of the business as it 
did three years ago but that the trade 
will be split by Haverhill via Pelham 
and Woburn on the Medford line.

12 hour shifts 
for firemen in cities of 
more than 40,000 inhabitants, a permis­ 
sive measure, was refused a final read­ 
ing and rejected. 
On Wednesday Senator Gore had the 
bill ordered to a third reading by a 
narrow margin. 
Yesterday question 
was on ordering It to be engrossed. 
Engrosem ent was refused, 15 to 16. 
President Jones, 
for the first time 
this session, had his name called that 
he might be recorded against the bill. 
W ithout the preident's vote, however, 
it stood rejected on a tie vote. 
No 
debate preceded the division, which 
was as follows:

H. S. Fitzgerald, W. T. A. Fitzgerald, 
Foster, Gaylord, Goff, Gore, 
Gove,

In other words, IS senators were re­ 
corded in favor of the measure. 
Sen­ 
ators Sullivan and H arrington would 
have voted for the m easure if they had 
the right t o ' participate and vote in 
the proceedings of the senate. 
Sena­ 
tor Gore, directly after the announce­ 
m ent of the vote, moved reconsidera­ 
tion. 
This motion goes into the or­ 
ders for today. 
Senator Gore will undoubtedly 
ask 
postponement till next week so that 
the Suffolk 
senators referred 
to m ay 
have a chance to act on this m atter, in 
which they are much interested. 
The special committee that reported 
the punishment for the Suffolk eena- 
tors agreed tacitly th a t all m atters in 
which those senators were interested 
would be postponed till they were re ­ 
instated. 
Here is the first instance 
and Senator Gore 
will undoubtedly 
take advantage of it. 
W ithout debate the senate adopted 
the resolutions received from the low­ 
er branch relative to government sup­ 
ervision of anthracite mines. 
When the bill to incorporate the T er­ 
minal trust company came up. Sena­ 
tor Seaver of Suffolk, a member of the 
committee on banks and banking, m ov­ 
ed the substitution of his general trust 
company bill as an am endm ent to the 
special charter bill. The senate adopt­ 
ed the am endm ent and then postponed 
further consideration of the same till 
Tuesday next. 
By a vote of 16 to 17 the senate re­ 
fused to reconsider its rejection of the 
picketing 
bill. 
Senators H arrington 
and Sullivan would have voted for re­ 
consideration were they permitted and 
their votes would have carried 
the 
motion to reconsider. 
The bill authorizing the state trea s­ 
urer to invest in M assachusetts bonds 
the $200,000 deposit money of the Bos­ 
ton, Cape Cod & New York canal com­ 
pany was passed to engrossment. 
The Luce joint caucus bill was put 
over to May 6 without objection. 
A fter some discussion the bill to pro­ 
hibit the sale or distribution of trading 
stamps, checks, coupons or similar de­ 
vices w’as put over till Monday next, I 
to 14. This measure is attractin g quite 
a good deal of attention, and an a c t i v e 
lobby is responsibe for much of the 
attention. 
The special committee on coal inves­ 
tigation was given till May 4 in which 
to make 
report. 
The committee on 
public health reported a bill to provide 
for the production of vaccine lymph 
by the state board of health at tile 
Massachusetts agricultural college. 
The same committee reported a bill 
for the distribution of 
anti-toxin to 
public charitable Institutions and the 
w-orthy poor. 
The bill to allow’ the 
Westminster chambers building to stand 
at its present height was reported on 
petition of the city of Boston. 


I 
Those who spoke in favor of the bill 
were Representatives Pitman of Salem, 
Mills of Fall River, Pingree of Haverhill, 
Batcheller of Haverhill. Allen of Brock­ 
ton, Hunt of Worcester, and those who 
opposed it were Schofield of Ipswich, 
Brewster of Springfield and O’Brien of 
Lowell. 
At the morning session the house, after 
a long debate, passed to-its third reading 
by a rising vote of 96 to 21 the bill call­ 
ing for an amendment to the constitu­ 
tion so that on the petition of 50.000 voters 
constitutional amendments may be pre­ 
sented bv the people for consideration. 
The other measure in relation to con­ 
stitutional amendments 
was postponed 
until Wednesday next for action. 
Without debate the house passed to be 
engrossed the bill to allow the city of 
Cambridge to build a bridge over Lech- 
mere canal; and also the measure to 
make life Insurance policies subject to 
legal action within two 
years of tile 
death of a person insured.

Brosseau and suggested that she could 
sell the safe if she could get a com­ 
mission for so doing. 
Mr. Brosseau 
agreed to give a commission, and as a 
result Brosseau promised to call on 
her at her residence, given at that time 
as

Brosseau 
made a short cal! on her and afte r­ 
ward agreed 
to go to 21 Chesterfield 
avenue.

Chesterfield avenue house Mrs. Barber 
ushered him into the parlor. 
She soon 
told him how much she thought of 
elderly

and caressed him. 
A powerful man 
then appeared upon the scene. 
He was 
6 feet 4 inches tall and had massive 
shoulders. 
Brosseau is nearly 70 years 
old, and as the man Jumped upon him 
he fell into an arm chair. 
”1 have you in my power and I am 
going to cut your throat,” shouted the 
intruder, and he added, “I could slit 
you up like this.” 
Then he moved a 
knife tip from the knee of the frighten­ 
ed millionaire and stuck 
the 
blade 
through the trousers 
and 
into

fleshy part of the right leg, inflicting a 
deep wound. 
Handcuffs were put on 
Brosseau and a gag into his mouth.

THE NO-LTUWNSE YEAR OPENS. 
Today begins the no-ticense year, it is hoped a reign of law and order 
for Lowell. 
The tem ptation of the open saloon is to he removed from the 
path of the young men of our city. 
But while the prohibition voted by the 
people Is to he enforced it docs not interfere with the right, of every man 
to use intoxicants in a legitimate m anner at his own home. 
It i« hoped that the no license y ear now 
opening will inaugurate a 
new era of sobriety and absence of crime th at will appeal to all classes for 
the perm anent banishment of the saloon. 
Ixiwell has now an opportunity 
to make a record in the enforcement of the law for the benefit of the entire 
com munity and the permanent reform of those who hnve been unable to 
get along without over indulgence in strong drink. 
Every good citizen looks lo the pollee for the strict enforcement of the 
no-lieense law. 
If they fall in Its enforcem ent the benefits 
of 
no-Ilcense 
will be lost.

GOVERNOR BATES W H IP P E D INTO LINE. 
Governor Bates has signed the Boston Pollee 
Registration 
hill. 
He 
signed It without much delay and In evident compliance 
to the 
republican 
demand for haste, showing that he la despite all claims to the contrary a 
small man of narrow views and doubtful coherence to principle. 
W hat Is tile htll oyer which such a fuss has been raised? 
W hat hut 
rn part of a great scheme to deprive th e city of Boston of m aking up her 
own voting list. 
It passed on the pretext 
that 
false enrolment 
of voters 
has been carried on hut lf this evil existed as alleged, this bill or this new 
law’ is not the way to remedy the evil. It might be expected that an ex­ 
ample should 
have been 
m ade of the offenders before any attem pt should 
be made to change the law. 
But Mr. 
Batea did not see it in that light, 
he did not remember his own admonition not to interfere with cities In the 
legitim ate use of their municipal rights. 
Ex-G overnor Crane was careful 
to avoid m i s t a k e s of this kind and so w as the late Governor Greenhalge. 
In taking this step, Governor Bates has put aside his dignity and w ritten 
himself down as a third rate politician, who can he lashed Into line with 
the republicans and compelled to narrow the scope of his official action so 
aa to conserve the interests of a particular political party. 
This m easure 
was a test of Governor Bates’ sense of Justice and fairness and poorly has 
he stood the test. 
He has dem onstrated that he Is too small a man to All 
the office of governor in this state. 
The most vicious 
kind of legislation that can 
he enacted is th at which Is 
intended mainly to aid some political party. 
Where 
a 
legislature 
can be 
dragged down to 
this and when the governor of the state will give It his 
■anetlon the citizens of the state may well ask “To whom 
can we 
look for 
Justice?’* 
Without any tangible cause the enrolment of voters In the city of Bos­ 
ton Is taken out of the hands of 
the city 
governm ent 
and put Into 
the 
hands of the republican state machine and this was done with the sanction 
of Governor Rates. Shame upon his head. 
His signature of that police en ­ 
rolment bill is probably the darkest blot upon his political record. 


TH E STATUS OF T H E T E X T IL E SCHOOL- 
In order to make perfectly clear the relation of the Lowell Textile school 
to this city as a whole another illustration may he useful. 
It wit’ he admitted that everybody needs schools In which to learn read ­ 
ing, writir.g and the ordinary branches of an elem entary education. The city 
and state realize such general need and 
not only m aintain schools for the 
benefit of citizens in general hut also 
make the acquisition 
of this rudi­ 
mentary education compulsory. 
This is d early desirable and necessary and 
consequently it Is but fair that all classes should be taxed for popular edu­ 
cation. 
But when special school are established for technical 
training 
in 
special branches It is not fair that all the people should be taxed for the m ain­ 
tenance of such schools 
The expense of these schools should be borne in 
part at least by those who are directly benefited by them. 
To Illustrate further. 
We find that for general Improvements in streets, 
for example, the people in general are taxed. 
But for special improvements 
In certain lo c a litie s such as sewers, or other improvements the betterm ent 
act Is a p p lie d and the people whose Property Is moat directly benefited a r e 
called upon to pay special assessm ents although part is paid from general 
taxation. 
Now we hold the Textile school to stand In this relation to I 
Lowell. 
It Is a benefit to the city and the city should assist 
port but It is first of all a benefit to the mills and the 
mills 
specially assessed for Its support. 
It is said to be Impossible to benefit one part of the city without bene­ 
fiting the city as a whole, and this is true. Conversely, when any part 
of 
the city is injured the whole city is injured and 
for 
this reason 
it 
is 
good policy to Keep every industry as prosperous as possible. 
It is good public policy to encourage Industries; 
the city 
favors it but 
this generally applies to new Industries about to settle here. 
Hence the 
city favors the Textile school for 
the aid 
it affords to the mills 
and will 
help in its support; and so also does the state favor It for the aid it m ay a f­ 
ford in m aintaining the suprem acy of M assachusetts 
in 
textile 
industries. 
But the fact rem ains that the mills, not new industries by any means, de­ 
rive such special benefits from 
the Textile school that they should be called 
upon to contribute to its support in 
a degree proportioned to 
the benefits 
conferred. 
This may not now be practicable. The 
city has 
contributed 
in 
past 
years. It should contribute again this year but 
when 
the mutter comes 
up 
next year, 
the state appropriation should 
be made contingent 
upon rais­ 
ing the remainder from other sources. The mills 
of Lowell should then be 
called upon to give their quota.

DEWEY’SMAY DAY 


Anniversary of Battle in 


Manila Bay 


Five years ago today the naval b a t­ 
tle of Manila bay was fought and the 
American fleet, under Admiral (then 
Commodore) George Dewey, destroyed 
the Spanish 
fleet under com mand of 
Admiral Montojo. 
it was a most deci­ 
sive and crushing defeat, and it caused 
ti w orld-wide respect for tin4 American 
navy. 
The American people went wild 
with patriotic delight over the brilliant, 
victory, the news of which reached 
Boston Sunday evening, 
May I. 
On 
Monday there was groat excitement, 
and it did not subside for several days. 
The five years since the battle have 
sped quickly and great political results 
have been determined by that 
event, 
the chief of which has beep the A m er­ 
ican occupation of the Philippines and 
the practical withdrawal of Spain from 
all her Wont indian possessions. 
The war with Spain bogan April 25, 
1898, and President McKinley prom pt­ 
ly cabled the 
following message to 


Admiral Dewey, 
then 
stationed 
at 
llong Kong: 
“Dewey, Asiatic S tatio n :—Commence 
operations at once, particularly against 
the Spanish fleet. 
You m ust capture 
or 
destroy 
them. 
Tse 
utm ost 
e n ­ 
deavor. 
M cK i n l e y ." 
“Thank God!” Hie adm iral is report­ 
ed to have said upon receipt of the 
message. 
“At last we’ve got what we 
want. 
We’ll blow them off the Pacific 
orca n.” 
Promptly after receiving instructions, 
the Asiatic squadron was headed for: 
Manila, 628 miles distant.

ing of May I the fleet stole past tin* 
batteries of dorregldor Island. 
After 
the American fleet was well within the 
bay it was discovered and the Spanish 
shore batteries opened fire at 5.15 a.m. 
The American tiring did not begin 
until 5.41, and Hun Dewey gave bls 


now famous order: 'Y ou may fire w hen 
ready, Gridley.” 
The battle waged briskly until 7.35 
a.m., and the terrific American lire,dis­ 
abled or destroyed the bulk 
of 
the 
{Spanish fleet. 
At 
7.35 Dewey coolly 
withdrew his fleet 
for breakfast, as 
the men had had no 
food. 
Then 
at 
11.16 the fleet returned and completed 
its work of destruction. 
The American loss was six wound­ 
ed. 
The Spanish loss was over 200 
killed. 
All the Spanish vessels were 
destroyed, the Roina 
Christina, 
the 
Castilla and th' Don Antonio de Flioa 
were sunk; the Don Ju an de Austria, 
the Isla D< Luzon, the Isla de Cuba, the 
General Lozo, the M arques del Duero. 
the El Cor roo, the Velasco and the 
Isla de Mindanao were burned. 
In short, Spain was 
crushed 
and 
America made a long stride in advance 
In respect am ong the nations of the 
world.
